Excerpts  from  the  newest 
work  by  Abraham  Kaplan,  “The  Kedushah 
Symphony,”  will  be  heard  for  the  first 
time  in  New  York.  This  work  will  receive 
its  world  premiere  in  St.  Louis  the  week 
before,  with  Roberta  Peters  as  soloist. 
Excerpts  from  “Day  of  Rest”  by  Sholom 
Kalib  and  “Days  of  Joy”  by  Morton  Gold 
will  be  heard  for  the  first  time  by  a  New 
York  congregation.  Music  written  by  the 
young  Israeli  composer  Gadi  Kaplan  will 
receive  its  world  premiere  at  this  service. 

Other  music  to  be  presented  will  in¬ 
clude  a  selection  from  Ralph  Schlossberg’s 
“Joyful  Sabbath,”  heard  by  the  congrega¬ 
tion  in  its  entirety  last  year,  and  a  can¬ 
torial  recitative  from  Cantor  Abraham 
Levitt’s  “Receiving  the  Sabbath.”  All  this 
in  addition  to  music  familiar  to  the 
congregation  from  the  classical  liturgical 
repertory.

Men’s  Club  Welcomes  First  Woman 
To  Ever  Address  Men’s  Club  Sabbath 

In  an  unprecedented  vote,  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Board  of  Men’s  Club  agreed  to  invite 
a  woman  to  be  their  speaker  at  the  Oneg 
Shabbat  following  Men’s  Club  Sabbath 
Services  on  Friday  night,  March  12  begin¬ 
ning  at  8:30  in  the  Sanctuary. 

Elizabeth  Holtzman,  District  Attorney 
of  Kings  County,  has  accepted  the  chal¬ 
lenge  and  will  address  Men’s  Club  and  the 
congregation  on  “Current  Problems  Facing 
the  Jewish  Community.” 

Ms.  Holtzman  was  elected  to  her 
present  office  in  last  November’s  election. 
As  District  Attorney  of  Kings  County  she 
will  be  able  to  focus  directly  on  a  major 
concern  when  a  Congresswoman:  criminal 
justice. 

A  lifelong  resident  of  Brooklyn,  Ms. 
Holtzman  graduated  from  Radcliffe  Col¬ 
lege,  magna  cum  laude  and  from  the 
Harvard  Law  School.  In  1972  she  was 
elected  to  Congress  from  New  York’s  16th 
District,  defeating  25-term  incumbent 
Emanuel  Celler  in  one  of  the  major  upsets 
in  New  York’s  political  history.  She  served 
in  Congress  from  1973  until  1981 .  In  1980 
she  was  defeated,  in  a  three  way  race,  for 
the  United  States  Senate  by  a  margin  of 
less  than  1%. 

Undaunted,  Ms.  Holtzman  spent  that 
year  as  a  Visiting  Professor  at  New  York 
University  Law  School  and  also  lectured 
widely  throughout  the  country. 

While  a  member  of  the  Judiciary  Com¬ 
mittee  during  the  impeachment  hearings, 
Ms.  Holtzman  gained  national  recognition 
for  her  incisive  manner  and  clear  thinking. 
Speaking  out  on  the  troublesome  issues 
of  our  day,  she  has  proved  a  worthy  advo¬ 
cate  for  women’s  rights,  criminal  justice 
and  civil  liberties. 


Karen  S.  Burstein  Guest  Speaker 
At  Sisterhood  Sabbath  Service 

Karen  S.  Burstein,  the  Chair  and 
Executive  Director  of  the  New  York  State 
Consumer  Protection  Board,  will  speak 
on  “The  Effect  of  the  Budget  Cuts  on 
Women”  at  the  Oneg  Shabbat  following 
the  annual  Sisterhood  Sabbath  Service, 
Friday,  March  26,  beginning  at  8:30  P.M. 
in  the  Sanctuary. 

Ms.  Burstein  is  uniquely  qualified  to 
address  this  issue  as  she  has  spent  her 
public  life  deeply  committed  to  all  aspects 
of  human  rights.  A  graduate  of  Bryn 
Mawr,  Ms.  Burstein  did  post  graduate 
work  in  race  relations  at  Fisk  University 
and  earned  her  J.D.  degree  at  Fordham 
Law  School.  She  also  studied  abroad  at 
the  Sorbonne,  the  University  of  Grenoble 
and  in  Tel  Aviv. 

In  1972,  she  became  the  first  woman 
to  be  elected  to  the  State  Senate  from 
Long  Island  and  the  first  Nassau  County 
Democrat  to  sit  in  that  house.  She  was 
reelected  two  times.  During  her  years  as  a 
State  Sentor,  she  earned  the  reputation  as 
an  outspoken  advocate  and  a  champion 
of  equal  rights  for  women. 

Four  years  ago  she  stepped  down  from 
the  Senate  to  accept  a  gubernatorial 
appointment  to  the  State  Public  Service 
Commission,  where  she  was  instrumental 
in  the  adoption  of  a  policy  statement  on 
economic  impact.  And  last  year  she 
accepted  Governor  Carey’s  appointment 
to  her  present  position  on  the  State  Con¬ 
sumer  Protection  Board. 

Ms.  Burstein  has  written  extensively 
on  the  issues  of  human  rights  and  public 
policy  and  is  the  recipient  of  awards  from 
local  and  national  organizations  in  recog¬ 
nition  of  her  continuing  contributions  to 
the  welfare  of  the  citizenry  of  our  society. 
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Purim  Gifts 

Do  you  know  when,  on  the  Jewish 
Calendar,  it  is  customary  to  give  gifts? 

On  Purim.  Not  on  Hanukkah  as  you 
might  have  thought,  though  this  practice 
has  recently  grown  up.  Gift-giving  is  a 
mitzvah  on  Purim  that  goes  back  to  Bibli¬ 
cal  times.  The  Bible  when  describing  the 
celebration  of  Purim,  says  that  the  four¬ 
teenth  day  of  the  month  of  Adar  should 
be  a  day  of  joy  and  feasting  a  yom  tov, 
one  on  which  people  should  send  portions 
of  food  to  one  another  (Esther  9:22). 
Hence  the  custom  of  shalah  manot:  Jews 
are  to  send  gifts  of  food,  packages  con¬ 
taining  at  least  two  different  kinds  of 
food,  to  at  least  one  friend.  The  more  the 
merrier,  but  at  least  one  such  gift. 

Why  such  a  custom?  The  answer  is 
simple,  I  think.  First  of  all,  it  is  fun  to 
celebrate  with  others:  we  should  give, 
others  ought  receive.  Jews  don’t  celebrate 
by  themselves.  But  why  not  give  objects, 
what  we  normally  think  of  as  gifts?  Why 
food?  Because  the  point  is  to  celebrate, 
not  to  acquire  anything.  Jews  know  that 
there  is  nothing  so  conducive  to  celebrat¬ 
ing  in  community  as  putting  a  little  food 
on  the  table  or  sharing  someone  else’s 
delicacies.  The  gifts  are  not  for  keeps. 
They  are  for  fun,  and  that  is  the  point. 

Why  not  reach  out  with  a  simple  gift 
to  someone  you  know  on  Purim?  The 
expense  need  not  be  great.  Hamantashen 
and  oranges  (add  some  raisins  if  you  like); 
jam  and  croissants;  pasta  and  cheese.  At 
least  two  foods.  At  least  one  gift.  Wrap  it 
up,  simply  or  elaborately.  Write  a  note 
that  says:  Happy  Purim.  Give  at  least  one 
and  see  the  effect. 

This  year  a  few  of  us  will  begin. 
Perhaps  it  will  snowball:  special  shalah 
manot  counters  at  the  local  take-out 
places,  a  new  idea  for  Bloomingdales  or 
Zabars.  All,  the  possibilities  in  a  mitzvah!

Mr.  Goldstein  died  last  March  at  the  age 
of  84  after  a  long  and  distinguished  career 
of  public  service.

A  founder  and  first  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Albert  Einstein 
College  of  Medicine,  he  served  on  the 
Boards  of  the  Hebrew  University,  the 
Harry  S.  Truman  Research  Institute,  Pace 
University  and  the  Fletcher  School  of  Dip¬ 
lomacy.  He  was  a  graduate  and  Gallatin 
fellow  of  New  York  University  and  he 
l:eived  his  law  degree  from  New  York 
«iw  School.  His  long  government  service 
included  membership  on  the  U.S.  Delega¬ 
tion  to  the  United  Nations  Narcotic  Drug 
Commission. 

A  member  of  the  New  York  law  firm 
of  Finley,  Kumble,  Wagner,  Heine  &  Under- 
berg,  Mr.  Goldstein  was  a  visiting  professor 
at  the  Einstein  Medical  College  where  the 
Nathaniel  L.  Goldstein  Chair  in  Forensic 
Medicine  was  established.  A  manuscript 
collection  at  Syracuse  University  and  the 
rotunda  of  the  Truman  Research  Institute 
carry  his  name.  He  had  many  honors  con¬ 
ferred  upon  him  including  seven  honorary 
degrees,  the  Hebrew  University’s  S.Y. 
Agnon  Gold  Medal  and  the  Herbert  H. 
Lehman  State  of  Israel  Award. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Goldstein  joined  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  in  1951.  Their  son, 
Steven,  celebrated  his  Bar  Mitzvah  with 
the  congregation.  In  1972,  the  congrega¬ 
tion  honored  Mr.  Goldstein  by  naming 
him  Hatan  Torah  during  Simhat  Torah 
services.  Four  years  ago,  the  congregation 
honored  him  again  as  its  Guest  of  Honor 
at  its  annual  Jewish  Theological  Seminary 
dinner.

Every  year  members  of  our  congrega¬ 
tion  make  their  contributions  to  the  Pass- 
over  Fund  of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
in  order  to  help  needy  Jews  celebrate 
Passover.

Rules  For  Observance 
Of  Passover  At  Home 

Forbidden  Foods 

Certain  foods  are  forbidden  to  be  used 
on  Passover.  They  include  those  foods  pre¬ 
pared  from  Five  species  of  grain— wheat, 
barley,  oats,  spelt  and  rye  —that  has  been 
allowed  to  leaven.  Any  food  containing 
even  a  minute  amount  of  this  leavened 
grain  is  forbidden  on  Passover.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  rice,  millet,  corn,  peas  and  beans  have 
been  added  to  the  list  of  prohibited  foods 
by  the  Rabbis. 

Therefore,  bread,  cake,  cookies  and 
crackers  are  prohibited,  as  well  as  cereals 
made  from  these  grains.  Alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages  (including  wines)  are  forbidden  as 
well,  unless  they  are  certiFied  Kosher  for 
Passover.  Since  all  mixtures  of  leavened 
or  fermented  grains  are  prohibited,  foods 
such  as  candies  and  soft  drinks  must  con¬ 
tain  a  Kosher  for  Passover  certification 
to  be  used  on  Passover.  Commercially  pro¬ 
duced  cakes,  cookies  and  mixes  which  are 
certified  Kosher  for  Passover  by  rabbinical 
authority  are  permissible. 

Permitted  Foods 

Permitted  without  a  Kosher  for  Pass- 
over  label:  fruits  and  vegetables  (except 
for  those  mentioned  above)  in  both  their 
natural  and  frozen  states.  String  beans  ar/”" 
permitted.  Coffee,  sugar,  tea,  salt,  peppel 
and  garlic  are  permitted  without  a  special 
label,  provided  no  other  ingredient  has 
been  added  to  them. 

Dishes  And  Utensils 

Only  dishes  and  utensils  specially 
reserved  for  Passover  should  be  used.  It  is 
possible,  however,  to  kosher  utensils  made 
wholly  of  metal  and  which  are  used 
during  the  year  by  thoroughly  scouring 
them,  allowing  them  to  stand  unused  for 
24  hours,  and  then  immersing  them  in 
boiling  water.  All  table  glassware  is  per¬ 
mitted  after  thorough  scouring. 

Pots  and  pans  made  wholly  of  metal 
which  are  used  for  cooking  (though  not 
for  baking)  may  be  koshered  by  being 
washed  thoroughly,  waiting  24  hours,  and 
then  immersing  them  in  boiling  water. 
Vessels  made  wholly  of  metal,  but  used 
for  broiling,  may  be  koshered  by  scour¬ 
ing  and  then  heating  until  they  are  red  hot. 

All  utensils  used  for  baking  during  the 
year  cannot  be  used  for  Passover.  Earthen¬ 
ware,  enamelware  and  porcelain  utensils 
used  during  the  year  may  not  be  used 
during  Passover.

JOIN  MERCAZ 

Several  years  ago  Conservative  Judaism 
established  a  new  Zionist  organization  that 
represents  the  interests  of  Conservative 
Judaism  in  Israel  and  elsewhere.  The  name 
of  the  organization  is  MERCAZ,  an  acro¬ 
nym  standing  for  “The  Movement  for  The 
Reaffirmation  of  Conservative  Zionism.” 

The  goals  of  MERCAZ  are  to  help 
support  Conservative  Judaism  in  Israel; 
to  press  for  the  recognition  of  religious 
pluralism  in  Israel;  to  provide  a  vehicle 
through  which  Conservative  Jews  can 
express  their  Zionist  commitments.  We 
need  a  Conservative  Zionist  organization 
because  we  want  to  strengthen  the  Conser¬ 
vative  Movement  in  Israel  as  a  legitimate 
religious  alternative  to  the  semi-official 
Orthodox  Movement  because  we  have 
particular  interest  in  Zionist  activities  in 
America  and  the  quality  of  life  in  Israel. 

More  and  more  members  of  Conserva¬ 
tive  congregations  are  joining  MERCAZ. 
Of  course,  many  of  them  already  belong 
to  other  Zionist  organizations,  including 
Hadassah.

Loans  Are  Available  for 
College  Tuition 

A  new  program  of  tuition  payment 
loans  has  been  made  available  for  New 
York  Jewish  students  attending  any 
accredited  college  or  university  in  the 
country.  This  student  loan  program  is 
prepared  to  make  interest-free  loans  to 
students  residing  in  the  New  York  metro¬ 
politan  area.  The  loans  are  designed  as  a 
cooperative  effort  and  join  obligation  of 
students  and  parents.  They  are  available 
as  a  supplement  to  the  student’s  basic 
financial  resources  and  are  limited  to  a 
maximum  of  25%  of  annual  tuition  and 
related  costs. 

The  program  is  administered  by  the 
Hebrew  Free  Loan  Society  which  received 
a  special  grant  to  aid  Jewish  parents  meet 
college  tuition  fees  for  their  children.  This 
grant  has  been  augmented  by  a  further 
grant  from  the  Federation  of  Jewish  Phil¬ 
anthropies.
